The walk and 
run will take place on the roads but will be marshaled by the Greece special police. We have 
a website, MeaghansHope.com that provides more information on how to register. 

The purpose of the event is to honor those who are battling, surviving or have lost their fight 
against this cancer. In November of 2007 I read an essay in the Democrat and Chronicle by 
Meaghan Latone, a young mom who was diagnosed with non-smoking lung cancer. She 
wrote hoping to raise awareness about this cancer and its lack of funding for research. Lung 
cancer also, she wrote, continues to be the single, biggest cancer killer, often diagnosed too 
late with a very poor survival rate. Meaghan fought the good fight, but unfortunately 
Meaghan passed away in August of 2008. She was with us for the first 5k that was a runaway 
success. 800 came to walk and run and raised over $50,000 for research. Last year on a bliz- 
zard-like day, 900 participated to raise over $60,000. Will you join us on June 12 th? The post 
race food is always abundant thanks to our generous sponsors and the camaraderie is wonder- 
ful. People thank us for putting the race on that can honor those who have passed away or
